At the October 15 Huron 
Board of Education meet- 
ing, Superintendent Tho- 
mas Hosler and Miller 
Elementary Administrator 
Debra Krauss gave a 35- 
minute presentation on the 
MEAP and the District’s 
curriculum. 

Under the curriculum 
review, the target goals for 
North Central Accreditation 
were discussed. The High 
School’s target goals are in 
the categories of Writing 
Across the Curriculum, App- 
reciation of the Value of an 
Education, Caring for Self 
& Others, and Problem 
Solving & Critical Thinking. 

Renton Junior High’s tar- 
get goals are in Problem 
Solving, Career Options, 
and Improving Student 
Responsibility for their 
Education. 

Brown Elementary is tar- 
geting Reading, Science, 
and Respect & Responsi- 
bility. 

Miller Elementary seeks 


to work on Writing, 
Science, and Respect & 
Responsibility. 


An overview of the 
District’s adoption of new 
textbooks was also present- 
ed. In 1997, new science 
textbooks were purchased 
for grades K thru 5; in 1998 
math books for K-12; in 
1999 language arts for K-

At the October 24 Huron 
Township Board meeting three 
clerks were hired. Township 
Clerk Dawnette Bowers rec- 
ommended hiring Huron 
Township resident Karen 
Bentley for the position of 
accounting department clerk. 
Bowers said 25 to 30 applica- 
tions were received for the 
-position. Approximately 12 of 
the applicants qualified and 
were tested and interviewed 
for the position. 
The negotiating committee 
made the candidate recom- 
mendations for all three posi- 


tions. Bentley was recom- 
mended based in part on her 
associate degree and employ- 
ment background in account- 
ing. The Board approved hir- 
ing Bentley for the position. 

Bowers also recommended 
hiring Valerie McLeod for 
building’ department clerk. 
McLeod holds a degree from 
Cleary Business, School and is 
currently administrative assis- 
tant to the Vice President of 
Visteon Corporation. 

Trustee Nora Adkins asked 
if some of the candidates had 
applied for more than one 
position. Bowers said some 
had.

Treasurer Jarrod Barron rec- 
ommended hiring Helen 
Harrison, also _of Huron 
Township, for the position of 
treasurer’s department clerk.
